The BSA at work 


Is growth in the region 
being discouraged? 





Conventional zoning is a prescription for 
planned sprawl, affecting the quality of life 
in outlying areas. .. The State’s guiding 
vision is to push regional growth toward 
regional centers, building up what is 
special, preserving and keeping their 
character. . . South Station’s re-dedication 
reminds us that metropolitan Boston is still 
the hub of the region. There are some 
difficult years ahead but not as bad as in 
Texas or here in the early '70s. With 
national expansion, there would be an 
opportunity to work out of it, but national 
growth is leveling off... Massachusetts is 
still a major force in computers, but Digital 
Equipment Corporation located a new plant 
in Atlanta, not because DEC thought it was 
a better place, but because DEC got all 
approvals, including rezoning, in 30 days 
... There is a need for predictability. .. we 
look to regional plans for more predictabil- 
ity and cohesion. . . Builders don't know 
what they want, they want what they know 
... 57% of business growth has been in 
strip developments. Strip development 
chews up potential for growth elsewhere 
... The present tax structure drives bad 
planning. 


These are among the scores of thoughts 
that emerged from a session on regional 
planning sponsored by the Regional 
Design Committee, chaired by Robert 
Sturgis FAIA. Secretary of Economic 
Affairs Alden Raine, Digital Equipment 
Corporation official Ed Reiss, Bank of 
Boston researcher Lynn Browne, Center 
for Rural Massachusetts’ associate director 
Randall Arendt, and MCAIA President Jon 
Woodman AIA were among those joining 
Sturgis for the discussion of regional 
planning from which the thoughts ex- 
cerpted above emerged. The intricate and 
crucial issues of regional planning often 
ignored while we focused on town by town 
issues are now getting the attention they 
deserve through Sturgis’ committee. 


This group of architects and planners 
meets monthly and is engaging regional 
business leaders, public officials, environ- 
mentalists, and others concerned about the 
growth of New England in an expanding 
dialogue. Readers interested in the long- 
term implications of regional planning and 
related issues are urged to join the Com- 
mittee at its monthly meetings.

New resources developed 
for Associate Members 
and Student Affiliates 





In recognition of the importance of both 
formal and hands-on education, the BSA is 
committed to providing its Associate and 
student members with a comprehensive 
choice of programs and services. Three 
services currently available to these 
younger professionals are described here. 


For the intern, the Intern-Architect Devel- 
opment Program (IDP) is one way for the 
profession and the schools to provide a 
framework for a portion of continuing edu- 
cation. The Massachusetts Board of Reg- 
istration of Architects now requires IDP 
training for anyone planning on taking the 
registration exam in 1991 and beyond. 
Among other things, IDP helps interns take 
active roles in their own professional 
futures by helping to monitor work experi- 
ence, helps identify interns' strengths and 
weaknesses in work experience, helps de- 
termine training needs, defines objectives 
for ar internship, helps interns get the 
most out of working in an architecture 
office, establishes relationships with the 
architects in the office and in the local 
architectural community, and provides a 
head-start on qualifying for NCARB 
certification. 


A related service recently developed in 
conjunction with the BSA is Consulting For 
Architects, a project placement service 
now located in The Architects Building. 
CFA offers an alternative to traditional 
work patterns by coordinating project work 
for individuals who want to take a year or 
two out of the full-time work force in order 
to fast-track their resumé or gain the expe- 
rience necessary for their IDP record. 
Some younger professionals find this kind 
of free-lance work a useful alternative 
because it allows them to submerge 
themselves in the role of a specialist called 
to join a team for a defined period of 
intense design or production. CFA also 
helps these professionals secure steady 
income and a consistent work history and 
can facilitate follow-on placements as 
projects end. Free-lancers tailor their work 
experiences to their own needs. This is 
often attractive as well to design firms that 
need part-time staff assistance and cannot 
make a financial commitment to a new full- 
time salaried employee. 


Finally, several young members of the 
BSA have formed a new Associates 
Committee to enhance services such as 
those provided through IDP and CFA. The 
Associates Committee seeks to help 
interns to become competent, licensed 
architects by meeting and sharing with 
others during internship. The Committee 


also provides assistance in finding profes- 
sional advisors, preparing for the exam, 
encouraging continued participation and 
professional and community activities and 
otherwise serving as a resource center for 
younger members. Through services such 
as these, we are cultivating a partnership 
between established practitioners and 
newer members of the profession. We urge 
all young professionals to join us and, for

New services for 
unemployed members 
are enhanced

The Building Design mock exam is given to 
provide a simulation of the 1990 twelve- 
hour Building Design portion of the Archi- 
tectural Registration Exam (ARE). 


Critique Session 

Both mock exams will be followed by 
critique sessions to discuss the solutions 
with each participant. 


This year, for the first time, NCARB will not 
be making available to the candidates the 
nature of the design prior to the exam. 
Therefore, both the Site Design/Graphic 
and the Building Design mock exams are 
only a simulation of these portions of the 
exam. 


The cost for participating in the 2°/s-hour 
Site Design/Graphic mock exam is $30/$50 
(members/non-members). The cost for par- 
ticipating in the twelve-hour Building 
Design mock exam is $60/$80 (members/ 
non-members). Both exams include the 
critique session at no extra charge. 
Advance registration is required prior to 
April 15, 1990. For more information on

Ed. note: To aid Associate Members, the 
BSA continues to co-sponsor the BAC’s 
A.R.E. refresher courses.

Legislative update 


Sales tax — From time to time during the 
past year, several proposals for an 
expanded sales tax to include architec- 
tural services has come before the 
Legislature. In 1989, efforts to remove 
such a Sales tax from the tax package 
under consideration was successful. As 
we go to press, the rumors are that this 
effort to include architects and engineers 
services in a sales tax package are being 
resuscitated. We will keep you advised. 


Designer Selection — The Designer 
Selection Board has submitted several 
bills to amend the designer-selection 
statutes in various ways. DSB representa- 
tives discuss these bills at the next BSA 
Legislative Committee meeting on April 
24, 8 am at The Architects Building. Call 
951-1433 by April 20 to reserve space at 
this meeting. 


Uniform Procurement Law — Effective 
May 1, 1990, a new Massachusetts law 
establishes procurement procedures for 
cities and towns seeking supplies and 
services. The new law does not apply to 
procurement of design services, which is 
still controlled by Chapter 7, Section 38K 
of Massachusetts General Law. The 
threshold for Section 38K application, 
however, has been increased to $100,000 
in construction costs (up from $10,000). 
The Inspector General of Massachusetts 
is filing additional bills this year that would 
apply to designer-selection.

Copyright Q&A 





Q: Will a copyright protect my ideas from 
being stolen? 

A: Copyright protects only the way ideas 
are expressed, not the underlying ideas. In 
essence, the physical medium through 
which an idea is expressed — whether 
drawn, written, photographic, phono- 
graphic, or electronic — is what is copy- 
righted, not the idea. 

Copyright also protects derivatives of 
your expression from being stolen. There 
is a myth that another party can make a 
minor change in a copyrighted work and 
thus avoid prosecution by the original 
copyright holder. The truth is that the 
copyright holder has full rights to any of the 
derivative work so long as it can be shown 
that: 

* the alleged copyright infringer had seen 
or otherwise had access to the original 
work, 

* there are recognizable elements of 
expression unique to the original work that 
can reasonably be recognized in the 
derivative work, and 

* the copyrighted expression is sufficiently 
unique to be copyrightable and appropriate 
steps were taken to do so. 


Q: Does B141 protect my copyright on 
drawings and specifications? Once I've 
executed that document with the owner, 
have | got all the protection | need? 

A: Not necessarily. An executed B141 is a 
contract between you and the owner, and 
is very broad in that respect — it does not 
protect your work from infringement by 
third parties. Copyright is a right estab- 
lished by an act of Congress covering the 
expression of intellectual work. If you want 
to preserve your copyright in your work, 
you must go through the steps prescribed 
by the Copyright Act of 1976. 

There are two basic steps you must take. 
The first is to put a copyright notice on 
your work and the second is to make a 
timely filing of your work (within five years 
of publication) with the U.S. Copyright 
Office at the Library of Congress in order 
to get it registered. 

The copyright notice is made up of three 
elements. The first is the word “Copyright,” 
the copyright symbol (the letter “c” ina 
circle), or the abbreviation “Copr.” 

The second element is the date; the year 
in which the work was first published is 
sufficient. 

The third element is the name of the party 
claiming the copyright. The name may be 
abbreviated but only if the abbreviation is 
widely recognized. In other words, you 
may use the abbreviation “IBM” if your 
name is International Business Machines 
but not if it is Irving B. McPherson. 


Q: Where should the notice appear? 

A: The notice should appear in a promi- 
nent place — at the very least, on the front 
page of each set of drawings and on each 
separate section of the specifications. 
Because they are often separated for 
distribution to subcontractors, it is best to 
have the copyright notice appear on each 
drawing. Many architects place the 
copyright notice in the title block but it is 
preferable to place it in the body of the 
drawing since materials in the title block 
can easily be stripped off. 


Q: When do | need to put the copyright 
notice on the drawing or specification? Am 
| exposing work to infringement if it circu- 
lates in my office without the notice? 

A: The copyright notice preferably should 
be on the work at the time of first publica- 
tion. “Publication” is a term of art under the 
Copyright Act indicating the time when the 
copyrighted work is first distributed to the 
public. Ordinarily, this would not occur 
while the work remains within your office or 
even when you show the work to your 
client. Depending on the circumstances, 
however, publication probably could occur 
when you file drawings and specifications 
with the local building authority or send 
them out to bids. At that point they should 
have the copyright notice clearly displayed 
on them. 


Q: What if someone publishes a work 
without a copyright notice and without 
registering it with the U.S. Copyright 
Office? Is the copyright lost? 

A: It used to be that a copyrighted work 
published without the correct copyright 
notice would pass into the public domain. 
Under the Copyright Act of 1976, this is not 
always the case. The law now gives the 
author the right to rectify an error in the 
copyright notice or a failure to provide the 
notice for up to five years after first 
publication — so long as all parties to 
whom the copyrightable work is exposed 
may be notified of the copyright. 

For most architectural works, such a 
corrective notification is usually possible 
because the people who see the work usu- 
ally are rather few in number and can be 
identified. This would not be true, however, 
in a case [in which] the drawings, for 
example, had been published in a sales 
brochure without copyright notice. Sales 
brochures usually are distributed to the 
general public, so it would be practically 
impossible to identify in particular those 
who had seen the work. This would be true 
regardless of whether or not the original 





drawings had the copyright notice on them, 
so it is important that all copies include the 
copyright notice. 


Q: You said | had to make a timely filing 
with the U.S. Copyright Office. What does 
the Copyright Office consider to be “timely” 
filing? 

A: Timely filing is defined under the 
Copyright Act as a filing that occurs within 
five years of the publication of the work.

The following are a few health insurance 
tips that have come our way. If you are 
trying to cut your healthcare insurance 
costs, consider increasing your deductible 
by exploring the possibility that the savings 
in premium for higher-deductible plans 
may offset the difference in deductible. 
Part of those savings could be used to 
help your employees cover the difference 
in deductibles up front. A second sugges- 
tion is to consider the possibility that a 
health maintenance organization may work 
for your firm. There are certainly many in 
this area to consider. A third suggestion is 
to consider dependent cost-sharing. Many 
argue that a good deal of money is wasted 
in paying for dependent's coverage 
because employees accept it if its fully 
subsidized even though they may have 
other coverage that is adequate. Cost- 
sharing also allow employees to accept or 
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reject coverage, an option not available 
when it is fully paid by the employer. 
Finally, you may want to use the AIA 
insurance service called the “CACE 
Comparison”. This service is provided by 
the AIA to help you compare your existing 
policy to those policies offered by the AIA 
and to any other policies you may be con- 
sidering. If you would like to take advan-

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Ken DeMay FAIA is starting his second of 
three years as national AIA Director from 
New England and Bill Truex AIA of 
Vermont is starting his first year as our 
region's other National Director. They 
invite your views on any professional topic 
at any time; they represent you and your 
opinions at national AIA board meetings. 
This column is an update on issues the 
AIA board is discussing and actions it is 
contemplating. 


The 1989 AIA President, Benjamin Brewer, 
Jr., FAIA, had several specific goals in 
mind when he started in office about a 
year ago. One of these was to strengthen 
international cooperation among archi- 
tects. During 1989, eight events took place 
that went a long way toward realizing this 
goal. 


(1) In January Donald Hackl FAIA 
represented the AIA at meetings of the 
International Union of Architects (UIA) in 
Dublin, Ireland. The AIA put forth the 
following nominations for awards: UIA Gold 
Metal — Skidmore, Owings & Merrill; UIA 
Prize for Town Planning — Edmond N. 
Bacon FAIA; UIA Prize for Architectural 
Education — Robert Venturi FAIA; and 
UIA Prize for Human Settlements — Union 
of Hungarian Architects. 


(2) The AIA and the Royal Architectural 
Institute of Canada have drafted an accord 
that attempts to separate professionalism 
from commercialism and should lead to 
establishment of common standards of 
education, internship, examination, 
professional responsibility, and enforce- 
ment. In March, the American NCARB and 
the Canadian Architectural Councils 
agreed to a cooperative program to 
establish common standards for registra- 
tion. 


(3) In May, during his visit to the AIA 
National Convention, Yuri Platonov, 
President of the USSR Union of Architects, 
proposed an accord between the Soviets 
and the AIA. The AIA has approved a draft 
of this accord for review by the U.S. 
Department of State and the U.S. Informa- 
tion Agency. 


(4) Also in May, the Executive Committee 
of the Pan American Federation of 
Associations of Architects (FPAA) met with 
the AIA regarding FPAA programs leading 
to the 1992 celebration of the “discovery” 
of the Americas. 


(5) Following two years of discussions, 
the AIA Board approved the text of an 
accord with the Japan Institute of Archi- 
tects that encourages design and technol- 
ogy exchange. 


(6) The International Relations Committee 
of the AIA recommended several interna- 
tional nominees for Honorary AIA Fellow- 
ships in 1990. 


(7) In September, the AIA Committee on 
Design held an international conference in 
Helsinki, Finland. Co-sponsored by the 
Finnish Society of Architects, the confer- 
ence drew more than 400 architects from 
over 40 nations to discuss ways to 
respond to political, social, and economic 
barriers. Some 50 U.S. architects had a 
chance to be involved in this international 
dialogue and also visit buildings by Alvar 
Aalto and Eliel Saarinen. 


(8) Also in September, the presidents of 
FPAA, the Federation of Colleges of 
Architects of the Republic of Mexico, the 
Royal Architectural Institute of Canada and 
the AIA led their respective delegations in 
a meeting in Uxmal, Mexico. Goals for 
cooperative programs were established. 
Commemorative t-shirts were presented to 
the presidents at a concurrent AIA Board 
dinner. The President of the Mexico 
Federation was so charmed by this 
gesture that he enthusiastically stripped to 
the waist, pulled the t-shirt over his head, 
and wore it during the rest of the dinner!
